WONDERS Of TIIK SEA. 

Fathoming the De*p Size and Force of 
Waves 

The sea occupies three fifths of tho 
surface of the earth. At a depth of 
about 3,f>00 feet waves are not fell. 
The temperature is the same, varying 
only a triile from the ice of the pole to 
tho burning sun of the equator. A mile 
down the water has a pressure of a ton 
to the .square inch. If a box six feot 
deep were iilled with sea water and Hi- 
lowed t< j evaporate under the sun there 
would be two inches of salt left on the 
bottom. Taking the average depth of 
the ocean to be three miles, there 
would be u layer of pure salt 230 feet 
thick on the bed of the Atlantic. The 
water is colder at thu bottom than at 
the surface. In the many buys on the 
coast of Norway the water often free/ 
es at I lie bottom before it dors above. 
Waves are very deceptive. To look at 
them in a storm one would think the 
water travelled. Tho water stays in the 
same place lull ihe motion goes oil. 
Sometimes in storms these waves are 
forty feet high and travel fifty mi leu 
an hour — more than twine as fast us 
the swiftest steamer. The distance 
from valley to valley is generally lif 
leen times k the height; hence a wave 
live feet h'.di will extend over seventy - 
five feet of water. The force of the sen 
dashing on Bell Rock is said to be 
seventeen Ions for each square Yard. 
Evaporation is a wonderful power in 
drawing the water from thu sea Every 
year a layer of tin- entire sea fourteen 
feet thick is taken up into the clouds. 
The winds bear their burden into the 
land and the water comes down in rain 
upon the lialda to tlow bade at last 
through rivers. The depth of the sea 
presents an interesting problem, if the 
Atlantic were lowered li,564 feet, the 
distance from shore to shore would be 
half as great, or $1,500 miles. If low- 
ered a little more than three miles, say 
13,680 feet, there would be a road of 
dry land from Newfoundland to lie- 
land. There is a plane on which the 
great Atlantic cables were laid. The 
Mediteranean is comparatively shallow. 
A drying of GOO feet would leave three 
different seas, and Africa would be 
joined with ltuly. The British channel 
is more like a pond, which accounts for 
its choppy waves. It bus been found 
difficult to get the correct surround- 
iugs of the Atlantic. A midshipman of 
the navy overcame tho difficulty, and 
shot weighing thirty pounds carries 
down the line. A hole is bored through 
the sinker through which >i rod of iron 
is passed, moving easily back and forth. | 
Jn tL end of the bur a cup is dug out 
and the inside coated with lard. Tho I 
bar is made fast to the lino and a sling 
holds the shot on. When the bar, 
which extends below the ball, louchtu 
the earth, the sling unbooks and the 
shot slides off. The lard in the end of 
Ihe bar holds some of the sand, or 
whatever may be on the bottom, and 
a drop shuts over the cup lo keep the 
water from washing the sand out. 
When the ground is reached, a shock 
is felt as if an electric current had 
passed through the line.

LoKUOK, Aug. .°». — Sir Charles Dilke 
has disappeared, leaving liis address 
with his lawyers only. It was believed 
that he had left the country. This ia a 
mistake. Ou tho Thames, half way 
between Sbepperton and CherUoy, 
in the middle of iho famous Ohertsey 
meads, is a small red brick summer- 
house, built on arches, because the 
ground is swampy. The house con- 
sists ofitwo sitting rooms, kitchen and 
bedroom. 1 1 is beautifully constructed, 
and plainly furnished with old o*k 
furniture, thick dark carpets and cur- 
tains.

BETTER WATER SUPPLY. 

In preceding articles upon tho neces- 
Hily of enlarging and improving the water 
supply wo have dealt with the subject 
from the standpoints of convenience and 
protection. It 1ms been shown that with 
a bountiful supply of </oof< water public 
convenience and health will bo assured 
and inci eased ] rotection will be 
afforded from the ravages of fie. 
The late Government street fire 
proved how essential it is to have a force 
at the back of a stream of water powerful 
enough to send it over tho highest build- 
ing in town without the assistance of 
steam power or manual labor. A reser- 
voir located on tho high level in the east- 
ern section of the city and supplied by a 
Bolf-acting engine stationed near Hospital 
hill would give a fall suflicient for every 
emergency. Not alone would the resi- 
dents 011 tho , lames Hay sido and on the 
high levels aocuro a constant and copious 
supply; but tho forco would be so jjreat 
that it would soon be possible to dispense 
with tiro engines altogether, — hose at- 
tached to the hydrants answering the 
purpose that is now effected (imperfectly) 
by the steamers. A corresponding reduc- 
tion in the number of firemen might be 
made and it is not unlikely that tho cost 
oi maintaining tho lire department would 
become a mere bagatelle when compared 
with the ousting expense. At the last 
meeting of the city council a now danger 
consequent upon an insiitlicient water 
supply waa mentioned by the chief engi- 
neer. That official reported that tho 
forco of men at his command is entirely 
inadequate for the purpose and that an 
other (ire engine is urgently rei]uiro<J. 
This report, if adopted, will mean a heavy 
addition to tho burthen now boruo by the 
city on account of tho tire brigade; and 
taxpayers may well wince when they 
contemplate the heavy financial responsi- 
bility they may be called on to face. To 
avert so serious an expenditure ought to 
bo the aim of ratepayers; especially when 
it is borne in mind that an enlarged ex- 
penditure on lire brigade account will not 
Be.Turo immunity from the ravages of llames 
that a high level reservoir system would 
insure. It is idle for men now to say 
that a grievous blunder waa made iu lay- 
ing the mains at the foot of a hill instead 
of carrying them ulong the top. There is 
no use in orying over spilt milk. The 
best that oan be clone is to provide by tho 
most inexpensive and sure method at 
hand a system which, while securing the 
increased supply without additional tax- 
ation, will unable the city council to re- 
duce tho expense of maintaining the fire 
brigade. The entire cost of the enlarged 
service is fixed at $75,000. These figuros 
havo been checked by a local engineer 
of experience and by him pronounced cor- 
rect. It is proposed to raise the amount 
by loan and to provide for the payment of 
interest and sinking fund from the profits of 
the watei works These paid a large pro- 
tic last year, and with tho additional 
income consequent upon the extension of 
the system will iu time meet the entire 
cost of the improved set vice. The fear 
expressed by some people that the loan 
inuana additional taxation is entirely er- 
roneous. Under no circumstances would 
the scale of taxation be increased, tho re- 
venue derived from water being more than 
amnio to meet all demands for interest 
and sinking fund. But it is our duty to 
point out to ratepayers tfiat in steering 
clear of Scylla they are in danger of being 
lost on Oharybdis. There is at present 
in Victoria a gentlemen w ho represents a 
number of leading tire insurance compan- 
ies. This gentleman has examined close- 
ly into the means at the command of the 
city for ox Linguishing lires and has come 
to the conclusion that there must either 
be a considerable augmentation iu the 
rates or thut risks must bo greatly re- 
duced. This is not a pleasant thing for 
owners of buildings to contemplate. A 
grenl tire might mean utter ruin. There 
might be swept away in an hour the ac- 
cumulations of a quarter of a century; 
and all because ratepayers, from a mista- 
ken zeal in the interest of economy, 
refused to sanction a small expenditure to 
secure them perfect immunity.

in Macmillan's magazine is an article 
from t lie pen of Goldwin Smith treating 
of three presidents of the Tinted Statos — 
Lincoln, Grant and Cleveland. Of Lin- 
coln ho formed a favorable impression on 
meeting him: — A glance was sufficient to 
dissipate the impression of Lincoln's un- 
seemly levity amidst scenes of horror, 
which had been produced 111 England by 
the repetition of his jokes and apothegms. 
(Jare and anxiety never s,it more visibly 
nn any mortal brow. His love for mourn- 
ful poetry was a proof that the nutural 
temperament of t ii - man was melancholy, 
11 nd his face showed that hu felt tho full 
responsibility of his terrible position. *** 
It la needless to describe Lincoln's tig- 
ore, or the homeliness of language which, 
when the theme was inspiring, became, as 
in the Gettysburg address, tho purest 
eloquence. Democracy may certainly 
point with triumph to this Illinois "rail- 
splitter" as a proof that high culture is 
not always necessary to the making of a 
statesman. Indeed Lincoln's example is 
rather dangerous iu that respect. The 
roots of hia statesmanship were his pro- 
bity and right feeling, which are not tho 
invariable characteristics ot the western 
politician. 

Space will only permit the following 
extract from the portrait of Grant: 

"(•runt I mitt in Stanton's utfico, ami ho 
a'ruck me as a quiet and moat 1111 pretend- 
ing thunderbolt ot war. In the camp I 
H.iiv his tent, which was an plainly 
equipped Wi that, of any subaltern, and i;. 
is well known that ho hated military 
paradu, <•( his strategy I am no judge, 
nor can I pretend to decide whether any 
good purpose was served by all the car- 
nage of the Inst campaign; but beyond 
question the viotorof Fori Donaldson was 
full, to bo tho military pillar of the North. 
1 1 rant was thoroughly loyal both to 1 ho 
cause and his colleagues. I suppinm it. 
must hu said that lie was ruthless. lie 
certainly was, if it be true that he refused 
In exchange prisoners when his soldiers 
were perishing by thousands in the mur- 
derous prison camp nf Andersonville. 
Hut if ho shed blood without stint, he 
brought the slaughter to a close. Happy, 
il he never had been dragged into politics! 
Dragged into them iu tho first iiialanco 
he was. * " * Transferring hia mili- 
tary idoua to civil administration, he 
though) himself hound to gland by his 



friends under fire, even when they were 
guilty of corruption. That ho was him- 
self ever guilty of anything worse than 
indelicacy was novor assorted. A man 
who had approached him with a corrupt 
overture would certainly havo been 
kicked out of tho room. Grunt's book, in 
its straightforwardness and simplicity, is 
the porfect reflection of his character. 
His manner waa cortninly unpolished, 
and in this respect ho was a contrast to 
General Meade, who soomed to mo a 
model of a soldier and a gentleman. 
Once, at loast, Grant said a good thing. 
He was told that his enemy Sumner, who 
was a sublime egotist, did not bolieve in 
the inspiration of the Scriptures. "I 
I should think not," replied Grant, "ho did 
i not write them himself, I believe." 

Of President Cleveland Prof. Smith 
I formed a very favorable impression: 

"I desired to look upon tho face of 
; President. Cloveland more than I had de- 
| sired to look upon the face of any Ameri- 
can statesman since Lincoln. It is, us 
! might bo expected, a face full of strength 
and firmness. So happy an ovent, I ap- 
prehend, as this president's election has 
not for a long time taken place in the 
United States— I may say sn the con- 
tinent, for the good influence of a triumph 
I of public probity extended oven to 
i Canada. * * * He had shown him- 
! self worthy to govern tho nation by his 
conduct ae governor of tho stato of New 
j York. His bearing during tho campaign, 
especially the manly frankness with which 
j ho met tho charge brought against him on 
I account of the sins of youth, was a most 
j favorable omen of his future conduct. It 
j excited a strong feeling in his favor even 
, in Canada, where generally little interest 
1 is felt in tho politics of the United Slates. 
'. He ia now treading, aa it Boema to me, 
; with a firm and resolute atop, the arduous 
path of civil service reform. * * * 
By his loyalty to reform, President Cleve- 
land has already incurred the hatred of 
Tammany and of all the corrupt. On 
! the other hand, he has, f trust, won iho 
hoarts and will receive the support of all 
who care less for any party than for tho 
country.'' 

The sketches of which extracts are 
given appear to bo just in the main, 
i though porhaps on the whole more favor- 
! able than a leaa ardent republican would 
write. 

TROUBLE WITH MEXICO. 

An enterprising American named Cut- 
ting, who startod a newspaper on Mexican 
soil just across the United States border, 
published a libel on the editor of a Mex- 
ican paper in tho same town, lie was ar- 
rested fur libel and cast into gaol. The 
United States government demand* dins 
. release. The Mexican government instead 
of surrendering the culprit, sentenced him 
to prison for one year and to pay a heavy 
pecuniary Sue. The United States gov - 
ernment aro incensed and threaten to 
sever diplomatic, relations with thoir 
southern neighbor unless the man is 
liberated. Another deinuid has been 
made oil tho .Mexican government, and it 
is semi officially announced at Washing- 
ton that a retinal will bo deemed a casus 
belli. The president of Moxioo will pro- 
bably settle the difficulty and so prevent 
a rupture. 

Tlic IliKli School. 

Victoria, Aug. 9th, 188t>. 
To this Kditok: Iu answer to an 
"Anxious Parent" (who evidently knows 
very littlo about the school), 1 would stale 
in the first place thut tho high school at 
least had not 11 recess of liic weeks, as 
stated by an "Anxious Parent;" and in 
tho second plucu, that on Wednesday 
morning laat one of the trustees ajnt a 
seini official letter authorizing the schools 
to be closed on Thursday and Friday. I 
at once told my scholars lliat Friday had 
been granted as a holiday as well as Thurs- 
day. Later in thu day a letter waa re- 
ceived from tho secretary confirming the 
Thursday holiday, bill no word about Fri- 
day. At noon a deputation went to the 
secretary's office for an explanation, but 
ho could not be found. A deputation also 
waited upon the*ciiairiuan, but he could 
not bo found either I found three trus- 
tees in favor of granting Friday. One 
trustee objected to Friday being a general 
holiday: but he had consented to my 
having leave of absence for that day, the 
school to be left 111 charge of Mr. Orfer- 
haus. 

Tho following, amongst others, aro the 
reasons why the high school Wis closed 
on Friday: The 1 ilo hour on 
Thursday at which the performance 
would end so that no lessons could be 
prepared. The heat of the weather mak- 
ing the schoolroom so unwholesome that 
a visiting trustee noticed it. The first 
week of school and all the scholars had 
not returned, nor bad they got into 
regular r.-ork, nor had they got accustomed 
tu the confinement ol tho school. The 
laying of the foundation stouo of a Sun - 
day school in the afternoon of Friday. 

I bad told my scholars 111 ihc morning 
on seeing the first letter thai wo were 
going to have Friday also, nod 1 do not 

like to go back on my promises t y 

scholars. I also considered it on the 
wholo for the boat interests of tho school. 
In point of fact, in accordance with tho 
notice in tho morning papers the high 
school was opened on Friday morning by 
Mr. Offerhaus, but there wore no scholars 
in attendance.

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 8 — The national liberal 
federation, the outgrowth of Chamber- 
lain's caucus, hits issued a manifesto Bay- 
ing that,although the roault of the elections 
has not boon .completely satisfactory our 
position is encouraging, the supporters uf 
half measures being thu smallest group in 
parliament. Gladstone has secured the 
support of a vast majority of liberals, and 
liberal organizations. As far as feder- 
ation is concerned, the result of tho ap- 
poal completely justifies tho course taken 
by its counsel. Greatly as wo regret our 
losses, tho manner iu which liberals res- 
ponded to Mr. Gladstone's appeal proves 
that federation represents the opinion of 
tho liberal party and that party being com- 
mitted to effecting 11 union between Eng- 
lutid and Ireland will never abandon that 
object. L' ntil that kiioI has been reached 
progress is impossible in liberal work. 
Until that has been settled conservatives 
will not be able to indulge 
in congenial inactivity. It ia the im- 
perative duty of the liberals to obtain ut 
the earliest possible moment an explicit 
stateinont of the tory policy in regard to 
Ireland. Gladstone's policy atill lives, 
and its ultimate triumph is assured. 

The Chronicle's Homo correspondent 
telegraphs that tho pope had two fainting 
spells on Saturday. Hu is much exhaust 
od, but continues to perform his usual 
duties. His physicians have no fears of 
fatal results. 

The government has decided to rein - 
forco tho tleot on the American station, to 
allow of more vessels being employed in 
the protection of the Canadian fisheries.

ENGLAND. 

London, Aug. 7. — Beach, the Austra- 
lian oarsman, iB arranging fur a mutch 
with Wallace Ross for £000 a Bide. 

LondoK, Aug. 7. — Sir William Arm- 
sfrung'u arm manufacturing company is 
reported to bo taking extreme meusures 
to stop military newspupor exposures uf 
the company's alleged corruption of gov- 
ernment contracts for the supply of ord- 
nance. Recently tho company applied to 
the Queen's Bench for an injunction to 
restrain Copt. Armit from continuing to 
publish in the Admiralty und Horse- 
guard's Gazette, which he has boon doing 
every week, fresh allegations of corrup- 
tion of tho ordnance officers by tho Arm- 
strongs, pending the result of an action 
for libel brought by the company against 
the captain for his original allegation of 
corruption. Iu thu succeeding expoBiins 
Capt. Armit has described in detail charg- 
ing several distinguished persons with 
corruption and conspiracy, with having 
formed among themselves a ring for sys- 
tematic robbery of tho government. The 
Court of Queen's Bench has just rendered 
its decision on tho petition for injunction. 
The court refused to grant the injunction, 
and base their refusal on the ground that 
the alleged libel falls within tho class of 
"privileged communications." "If those 
libels are truo," ia saya, "it is of the utmost 
importance that the country should be 
made aware of the knowledge they receive." 
Capt. Armit's [object, it is behoved is to 
forco tho government to grant a royal 
commission of inquiry into hia chargus. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Aug. 7.— The cholera is virulent 
in Bar tola, where 320 new caaoa and 42 
deaths were reported lo-duy. At Venice 
to-day there were eleven new cases and 
live deaths, at Ravenna 10 now cases and 
■1 deaths, at Cologne IS new cases and 7 
deaths, at Ruvodipuliu 26 now cases and 
H deaths, and liti new casus and 17 deaths 
elsewhere. 

BELGIUM. 
Brussels, Aug. 7. — Tho polica of this 
city have seized it number of placards ad- 
vocating anarchy and the establishment 
of the Commune. 

IRELAND. 

Belfast, Aug 7. — A riot took place 
this morning between the Orangemen 
employed in the C] lean's Island shipyard 
and tho Catholic navvies employed by the 
harbor commissioners. The fighting waa 
very severe for a time and resembled in 
character thai which occurred between 
the same elements 011 thu 4tli of Juno, 
when the Orangemen greatly outnumber- 
ed the navvies, overpowered and beat 
them sod drove them into the water, 
! where uiie was drowned A number of 
men on both sides were so badly injured 
ill In day 'n fighting that they had to be 
removed to u hospital. 

To-night the con Hi eta were resumed and 
the fightinif was the most desperate that 
has taken place since the recent troubles. 
The 1110I1 was ii.furialed and fought with 
savagoness. 

Fifty persons were injured, some of 
thkin, it is thought, fatally. A terrible 
struggle occurred on the Shank Hill road. 
The police quartered in MoKenna'a tav- 
ern on thu Old Lodge road, were attacked 
by the mob with stones and revolvers, 
and were compelled to lire from the win- 
dows of the beleaguered hou:0. During 
this attack eighteen persons were injured 
and were subsequently taken to tho lies 
pital. A youth named Jackson is said to 
be dying from his injuries. Four police- 
men were badly wounded. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, chief secre 
tary for Ireland, has written to Mayor 
Harland, of Belfast, saying that the lords 
justices are seriously concerned about tho 
condition of affairs at Belfast and consi- 
der it imperative that most energetic 
measures be taken to terminate the dis- 
orders which are bringing discredit and 
disgrace upon the town. Tho inspoctor- 
general oi Irish constabulary has been or- 
dered to proceed to Belfast as promptly us 
possible. A large meeting of the magis- 
tracy waa held to day. Il appointed un 
executive committee to take charge if 
the town and usaigu troops and police to 
various points. All taverns iu tho city 
have been ordered to be closed at (> 
I o'clock this evening and to remain closed 
until Monday. 

MEXICO. 

El Paso, Aug. 7 —Cutting was sen- 
tenced late this afternoon. The sentence 
is to one year's imprisonment at hard 
labor and six hundred dollars line. If he 
is unable to pay tho line, there will be 
one hundred more days' imprisonment at 
hard labor. Tho judge gives Medina, the 
prosecutor, leave to enter a civil suit 
against Cutting for damages after the 
sentence expires. 

In reference the recommendation of tho 
public prosecutor thut Consul Brighaiu 
should lie complained of to the United 
States and his removal re<[uestud, tho 
judge says that ho will refer that i|Uos- 
tion to tho Supremo Court of Cliihuahuu. 
It is 'bought that Cutting will bo hurried 
off to Chihuahua before morning. There 
is some alarm in El Paso about an attack 
by .Mexicans, but it is unfounded. 

Lakedo, Texas, August 7 — A detach- 
ment ol 400 Mexican troops arrived in 
Nuovo Laredo last night. They ure 
principally infantry and artillery, and 
brought two cannon with them. They 
have pluced cannon so as to command 
Fort Mcintosh 011 the Texas side of thu 
Rio Grande, and have been noticed tak - 
ing observations from their position all 
day, Considerable indignation is ex- 
pressed by Americans at the arrival of 
these troops, and this action on the part 
of tho Mexicans does not augur well for 
tho solution of tho prenont troubles. 

Pahih, Aug. 7.— The Mexican Minister 
horo ban sent a communication to tho 
papers in which he says that a conflict 
will not arise between Mexico and thu 
United States in connection with tho 
Cutting affair. lie concludes with thu 
statement thai Mexico is perfectly 
tranquil.

"DriiLiN, Aug. 8 — Iu response to urgent 
telegrams received from liolfast this even- 
ing, 400 infantry soldiors, somo of them 
being on furloughs, wero summoned by 
bugle in the Btreots, and wore dispatched 
in haste to Belfast by special train . A 
body of BOO dragoons and infantry will 
leave for Belfast at 4 o'clock to-morrow 
morning. Police at Belfast will be sup- 
ported by military. 

Belfast, Aug. 8. — Tho excitement 
here is unabated. This morning rioting 
broke out in the Old Lodge road, and thu 
police wore obliged to tire in order to 
disperse the crowd. This afternoon riot- 
ing was renowod with groat violonco, and 
many persona with gun shot wounds have 
boon sent to the hospital. Additional 
troops have buon telegraphed for. It is 
dillicult to obtain accurate accounts of 
fatalities. The panic is seizing tho peace- 
able inhabitants. 

August 8, Midnight. — The rioting 
shows no signs of abatement. The total 
number of persona dead so far is believed 
to be six; the number of wounded is un- 
known, but it will probably reach U00. 
The Inspector general who arrived with a 
small escort, was surrounded by a mob 
in Lodge street, nod was obliged to run 
for Ins life, 

August '.). — Luring the rioting which 
occurred hero from Saturday evening to 
an early hour thin morning eleven per- 
sons wore killed and Lid seriously 
wounded. Tho majority of the injured 
persons have shot wounds. Rioting was 
renewed to day »ud a fierce encounter 
took place between the soldiers and thu 
mob, in which a number of the hitler were 
wounded. A soldier at close quarters 
tired at a boy, shattering hia huud; tho { 
soldier was arrested, lieinforcemeuts of 
troops to the number of twelve hundred 
urrived at liolfast to-day. 

Noon. -Attempts to stop the rioting have 
been unsuccessful, and mob violence is in- 
creasing. Thirty more rioters have been 
wounded, and the police are keeping up u 
merciless lire upon the mob. 

The city, owiug to the wreck and ruin of 
the houses, presents a deplorable aspect. Its 
appearance is similar to that of Paris alter 
the commune. It is feared that numerous 
deaths resulting from the riots have taken 
place which will never be heard of. Hos- 
pitals are taxed to their utmost capacity to 
accommodate the great numboi ol wounded, i 
A painful feature uf tin- riots is the uutuber 
of children wounded yesterday. A boy was 
shot while returning from Sunday school. 
To-day a little girl was shot in the street, 
and it is thought fatally wouuded. Train J 
loads of troops are constant iy arriving. |

To-day the last rail of the Island Ruil- 
way will be laid. Tho last spike — a 
golden one— will bo driven by Sir John 
Macdonald sometime during the present 
week, juat when has not as yot boon defi- 
nitely aottled. The 10th of June, of 
next year, was tho time aot for tho com - 
plation of the road, and it has been lin- 
ished fourteen months prior to the date 
of limitation. Thu line may bo said lo have 
been commenced on the 1st of October, 
1884, and it will reach Victoria West, it 
is hoped, sometime early k in September. 
Tho total length of the lino is seventy- 
five miles, the distance from Esquimalt to 
Nanaimo being sovunty-ono miles. It 
ia diflicult, of course, to approximate the 
coat, but it cannot be atatod at loaa than 
$11,000,000. 

The construction of a line of railway 
from Esquimalt to Nanaimo was one of 
I he provisions of the famous Settlement 
bill of 1882, since the passage of which 
tho Island has rapidly advanced in pros- 
perity. I iy this provision between the 
federal and local governments the former 
was to give $750,000 and the latter cer- 
tain lands along its route lo the contrac- 
tors, Under the energetic dirnotion of 
Mr. Robert Dunsmuir, M. P. P., presi- 
dent, and his etiiciont staff of engineers 
and sub-con tractors thia year witnesses 
tho completion of the line. A reference 
to tho general route followed by the rail- 
way, now that it is almost completed will 
bo appropriate. 

Tho hue commences at Plumper bay on 
the oast aide of Esquimalt harbor, whore 
a wharf has been built. Crossing tho 
Victoria Metchosin road near the h'our- 
mde house, tho lino ascends by eusy 
grades lo the Oolwood plateau, which it 
crosses on a straignt level stretch of one 
and a half miles, falling slightly to Lang- 
ford lake. Paaaing around tho south 
shore of this lake tho line rises by a long 
development to a small gorge, by which 
it debouches on the eastern slope of the 
Saanioh range, fronting on the Finlayson 
arm of Saanioh inlet round thu shores of 
which tho old government line waa locat- 
ed. Iu order to open up tho country as 
much as possible, and thereby encourage 
its settlement and development, tho line 
waa projected to cr as tho Saimoh 
runge, tho commanding point of which, 
nflor long and careful exploration, waa 
diacoverod m a narrow level pass nine 
hundred feel above the aea level. Prom 
Ooldstream the line reaches thia pass by 
gradually ascending grades and then fol- 
lows down tho western slope of the range | 
to Shawnigiin lake, which is reached at 
the 'JJrd mile, from Eaquimalt. At th a 
p mt tho lino is .">,' mites further inland 
than the old government line of 
1870 L laving Shawnigau lake the route 
is northerly, through the tl uiriahiug set- 
tlements of Shawnigaiir Cowichan, <J-ta- 
raichan, Sumenos, and Chemainus, airik- 
ing the west shore of Oyster Bay near 
tho Ohoniainus sawmill. Tho lino runs 
along in a direction nearly parallel to the 
ah. no of Oyster Pay, and crosses the flat 
laud to tho Nanaimo river, from whence 
it passes the divide into the valley of the 
Alexandra and Sou! htield coal mines, and 
thence to the city of Nanaimo, which it 
enters by the high ground on the west. 
Aa tho line runs in a lateral direction to 
the valleys on tho eastern slope of '.he 
ialand the structures are numerous and 
expensive. Coldstream, Double ravine, 
Niagara Canyon, Arbutus gorgw and Chase 
river are croaaed by trestle work, 100 to 
KiO foot high, while the rivers ICokeasailah, 
Cowichan and Nanaimo are spanned 
by Howe bridges of modern design 
The construction waa commenced on thu 
Nanaimo aection in the mouth of October, 
1H84, and on tiio Esquimalt division in 
March, 188.".. The total length from Es- 
quimalt to Nanaimo is 71 miles, ami tho 
coat m:iy be set down at $40,000 per mile. 
That tho moat beneficial results will 
certainly accrue from the building of thu 
railway are already apparent. Settlers 
have located on lauds along its route, 
wtulu Victoria market will be brought 
within a few hours' run of thu varioua 
settlements, conferring a great boon on tho 
farmers, who can thus easily command a 
profitable outlet for thoir produce It 
has been contended that little freight 
will offer to bo carried over tho line, but 
the hauling of coal, timber, produce, sup- 
plies to settlors, etc. , will be consider- 
able items, while travel will be greatly 
increased when once it is found that 
merchants and citizens in Nanaimo and 
p.iiula cm reach Victoria and 



early iu September". Tho reservation 
already resounds with tho hum of men 
clearing tho ground, and making prepar- 
ations for the laying of the rails. Early 
in September tho sound of the locomo- 
tive's whietlo will be heard in our streets 
and Victoria and Nanaimo will bo united 
by a solid band of steel.

Tho case of Christopher Webb, thargod 
with shooting one Benjamin Turner with 
intent to kill, was commenced in the 
police court yesterday afternoon. 

Dr. Milne deposed that on Wednesday 
last, he attended at the k 80 ' » man 
said to be Benj. Turner, who had he 
found a sculp wound about 2£ inches iu 
length. In and around the wound were 
remains of burnt, gunpowder. The edges 
of the wound weru ragged and contused— 
not cut. Tumor said that he wore his 
hat with the back end in front, aud wit- 
ness believed this to bo true, from tho 
stains of perspiration from the brow boing 
at tho back of tho hat (hat produced).

Hops, 

The failure of tho hop crop in central 
New York now proves lo be so serious 
ih. it last year's pickings buvu been sold 
us high us -10 cents a pound— the bust 
price iu throe years. Advices from Ore- 
gon favor high prices. Cultivation has 
been careless in expectation of a con- 
tinuation of low prices, the crop ia short- 
ened by dry weather, and will not exceed 
three quarters of un average. Some con 
tracts have been made in Oregon at 25 
cents a pound. The growers contemplate 
substituting white for Chinese labor m 
picking the crop. Last year the Chinese 
held out for audi high wages that many 
hops wero not picked, and this year they 
think they ean nearly get the crop for the 
picking, but the white-help movement 
promiiios to shut them oil'. Many Cali- 
fornia growors dug up their hops last fall 
and substituted other crops. They are 
kicking themselves now. Those who 
have stuck to hops uro likely to make up 
for several bud yours. With lust year's 
crop soiling in the east at 40 conta, it is 
diflicult to sot the price in advance for 
this yoar'a product. On Puget Sound thu 
value of the hop crop is estimated at 
82,000,000. Last your tho crop wus sold 
at a heavy loss.

An interesting list was recently com- 
piled by the London Army and Navy 
Gazette, of the British navy as it was 
in 1599. Its two largest, vessels were 
the Triumph and St. Matthew, of 
1,000 tons and 500 men each, the for- 
mer carrying OS guns and the latter 
4f, Next came the 1)00 ton ships, the 
Elizabeth Joi a , the White Bear, and 
St. Andrew, the ,w> former carrying 
500 men each and 50 and 40 guns re- 
spectively, ani't the St. Andrew 50 
guns and" 400 men. The S00-tou ves- 
sels, with 400 men each, were the Ark 
Koya', More Honor and Victory, of 
40, 41 and 59 guns. The Du" Repulse, 
of 350 caen and 50 guns, ami the 
Guardland, of :500 and 45, were the 
700-ton ships. The 000 tonners em- 
braced Jtlie Eliza Bonaver ture, with 
47 guns and 250jmen; the Hope with LS 
guns and '250 men; the Mury Rose, 
with 39 guns and 250 men; the War- 
spite, wiih 20 guns and 300 men. The 
Lion, GO guni; tie PeOanc, 46; the 
Nonpareille, 5(i, and the Rainbow, 27, 
with complements of 250 men each, 
were the 500-ton ships. 

Of various tonnage lower 
were the Achates, Adventurer, Ad- 
vantage, Antelope and Answer; the 
Charles and the Crane; the Dread- 
naught, Foresight, Quittanc, Scout, 
Swiftsure, Swallow and Tiger. To these 
were added sundry small crafts of a 
few scoie tons, the Amity, Advice, 
Aid, Hear, Cygnet, {Daisy, Mercury, 
Merlin, Moon, Spy, Sun, Tarmontana 
and Vanguard. The great number of 
guns carried on these vessels compared 
with the four monsters that comprise 
the armament of a modern ironclad of 
(ive and six thousand tons shows the 
difference between ancient and modern 
warfare. Vet these 15 vessels, some 
very large; with their many hundred 
guns and many thousand men, con- 
stituted a great navy in the age of 
Queen Elizabeth.
